greatest increase in price.

chased in 
small 
amounts, 
the 
price become practically prohibi­ 
tive to the low incomed 
family. 
Purchasing in large quantities to 
take advantage of the week-end 
savings requires proper 
storage 
facilities, if the housewife isn’t tc 
be penalized by resultant spoil­ 
age which wipes out the savings 
gained. We believe that any elec­ 
tric 
Refrigerator 
will 
solve 
botb problems by permitting the 
housewife to get full value from 
her purchases, and as well, will 
offset the rise in price. It is a mis­ 
take to believe that electric re­ 
frigeration is a luxury to be en­ 
joyed by the few. It has become 
an economic necessity and is now 
within reach of every homemak­ 
er,” concluded the specialist.

It is only the female that bites,

The city of Joplin was laid out 
by John C. Cox, who came 
to 
what is now Jasper county, Mis­ 
souri, in 1836, and settled near 
the present site of Joplin. In 1849 
lead was discovered in the JopLn 
creek valley, a creek named for 
Harris Joplin, the first settler, and 
some mining was done, but dur­ 
ing the Civil War 
the

were destroyed. In 1870, interest 
was revived, and on July 28, 1871, 
sixty-four years ago this 
week, 
the plat of the town of Joplin was 
filed and an item in the Carthage 
Banner stated: “There is a new 
town in Jasper county. Its 
name 
is Joplin and it is located four­ 
teen miles southwest of Carthage, 
on the farm of J. C. Cox. It has 
lead in unlimited quantities under 
it. Everybody out of employment 
ought to go there and dig. That 
is better than doing nothing, and 
it may lead to a fortune.”

Out of th is ros­ 
ter came one-six th of th e ch il­ 
dren brough t before th e rural J u­ 
venile Courts in 19 33 as neglect­ 
ed. and one-th ird of th e ch ildren 
adopted in th ese rural counties. 
Many oth ers, it is well known, 
become dependent on public and 
private ch aritable 
agencies 
for 
support. 
Wh ile it is true th at a large 
part of th e illegitimate 
ch ildren 
born in country districts remain 
with th eir moth ers, still a recent 
study sh owed th at ex tremely few 
of th em received any h elp from

2000 
children are born out of wedlock 
in Missouri each year; so 
they 
form no small factor in our pro­ 
blems of underprivileged, handi­ 
capped children. Out of this ros­ 
ter came one-sixth of the chil­ 
dren brought before the rural J u ­ 
venile Courts in 1933 as neglect­ 
ed. and one-third of the children 
adopted in these rural counties. 
Many others, it is well known, 
become dependent on public and 
private charitable 
agencies 
for 
support. 
While it is true that a large 
part of the illegitimate 
childrm 
born in country districts remain 
with their mothers, still a recent 
study showed that extremely few 
of them received any help from 
their 
fathers—which 
bring 
us 
back to tne question of unfair dis­ 
tribution 
cf responsibility. From 
the father's point of view—he be­ 
ing by the nature of the case ¿n 
irresponsible person—why should 
he contribute to the support ol 
his child if he doesn't have to? 
But what about the child's point 
of view?—and the community's? 
Presumably everyone recogniz­ 
es that, as a plain matter of bio­ 
logical fact, every child born has 
two parents. Therefore, when a 
man and a woman bring a child 
into the world without 
making 
due provision, through marriage, 
for its upbringing 
in a 
lawful 
home, is there any just 
ground 
for excusing one of the parties 
from all 
responsibility 
to 
the 
child0 Yet that is just the situa­ 
tion in Missouri at present, with 
no legal requirement 
that 
the 
father contribute to the support 
of his illegitimate child. 
A section of the Children's Code 
adopted in 1921 provided for the 
judicial establishment of paterni­ 
ty in illegitimacy cases; but this 
was ruled by the Supreme Court 
(in 1927) as applying only to tne 
right of inheritance from the fa­ 
ther, not to the right of support 
by the father. Subsequently 
(in 
1928), 
Supreme Court invalidat­ 
ed this provision entirely, on the 
ground that it was not adequate­ 
ly covered by the title of the act 
(“Descent and Distributions"). 
A statute known as the

form Illegitimacy Act, drafted by 
the National Conference of Com­ 
missioners “of Uniform Laws and
